The extended hospital praetic* of 


several snrgecns has shown that a 
simple dressing of castor o!! is ao=t 
excellent for abrasions, bruises and 
contusions, and for Incised and lacera- 
ted wounds and burns and scalds. Th<"- 
part is first thoroughly washed with a 
u-arrn antiseptic lotion, and then an 
oil-soaked piece of lint, or a pad of 
sterile gaaze, is applied directly to the 
injury- Over this is placed a pie<-e of 
rubber tissue, or ot" paraffine paper, 
and the whole wrapped -ocith an ordi- 
nary bandage. Healing generally fol- 
lows by first intention, and taero is 
hard'.y ever any suppuration.
